EASY VICTORY FOR EXILE. 


LAKELAND’S ENTRY CAPTURES THE 
GREAT BROOKLYN HANDICAP. 


A Woman Dragged Several Feet by a North 
Side Gripand So Severely Injured That 
She Died a Few Minutes Af:erwards— 
The Victim a Bride of Only a Few Days 
—Excited Witnesses Use Menacing Cane 
guage—Arrest of the Gripman and a 
Cab Driver. 


A bride of eleven days was killed by a North 
Side grip-car at Illinois and Clark streets 
shortiy after 6 o’clock last evening. The 
woman’s name was Mrs. Mary Lambrecht. 
She lived at No. 63 East Chicago avenue. 
She was a dressmaker omployed at No. 99 
Dearborn avenue. Her husband is a watch- 
maker, employed at Roding’s, on State street. 
He had met her on his return from work and 
they were crossing the streeton their way 
home. : ; 
The street-car track turns the corner at 
Illinois street, and the pair bad crossed the 
rails in front of a grip-car approaching from 
the north. 

A cab attempted to drive across the track 
in front of the grip. This caused the pair to 
attempt to retrace their steps. Mr. Lam- 
brecht succeeded in clearing the track. 

Mrs. Lambrecht slipped and piunged head 
first against the grip. She was caught under 
the wheel-guard and dragged several feet. 
Her head was crushed and her left arm wag 
almost cut off at the shoulder. ; 
She was taken to the Emergency Hospital, 
No. 194 Superior street, where she died a few 
minutes later. 

A crowd gathered around the car and sev- 
eral voices called out in threatening tones, 
blaming tne gripman, Joseph Schmitt. There 
were some who wished him takeu from his 
car and strung to a lamp post. 

The cry was turned from him, however, 
and to the driver of the cap, E. J. Gilbert, 
who was blamed by many who saw the acci- 
dent. He had at first driven rapidly across 
the track, but seeing avhat had happened he 
returned to the scene. He was arrested a 
few minutes later, together with the grip- 
man, and sent to the Chicago Avenue Police 
Station.

GEN. ADNA ANDERSON’S SUICIDE. 


A Well Keewn Railroad Man Kills Himself 
in Philadeinphia. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 15.—Adna Ander- 
son.of New York committed suicide by shoot- 
ing in his room at the Lafayette Hotel late 
last night. The motive for the deed is not 
known. 

Mr. Anderson arrived at the Lafayette 

Sunday and registered simply “A. Ander- 
son, New. York.” No especial notice was 
taken of him, as his behavior was no differ- 
ent from that of the other guests. The 
night watchman of the hotel was on 
the fourth floor just before midnight, 
when he ‘heard a pistol shot, the 
report coming from the téilet-room on that 
floor. Running there he found Anderson on 
the floor unconscious and dying, with a bul- 
lethole in his right temple. A physician was 
sent for, but before he reached the hotel the 
man was dead. 
Gen. Anderson was at the time of his death 
President of the United States Auxiliary Fire 
Alarm Company, with headquarters in New 
York. A son of Gen. Anderson told the Cor- 
oner that he believed his father to have been 
insane at the time of the shooting, and 
could not assign any other cause for the rash 
act. About a year ago while engaged in 
mining the General contracted what was 
known as mountuin fever. This troubled 
him for some time and finally developed into 
brain trouble. On a page of a meworandum 
book left by the suicide was written: 

I feel a great buzzing in my ears and a pecul- 
iar feeling in my head. Can this be brain-fever? 

Arrangements have been made to ship the 
body to Washington, whence it will be re- 
moved to Georgetown, where the interment 
will take place.

There was some Chicago money here to 
back Terra Cotta. Just after the race for 
the Expectation Stakes had been won by Tea 
Tray, Secretary Brewster of the Chicago 
Washington Park, who had been doing duty 
in he judges’ stand, walked down theggreen 
paadock to the betting ring to place some 
money for Chicago friends on Terra Cotta, 
and after being half crushed by the wildly 
struggling crowd got the money up on his 
favorite just in time to lose it. Prince Roval 
Was nota great favorite with the betting 
people, though there was a widespread belier 
that he would be next to the winner. The 
odds on him were about the same as for 
Hanover and Terra Cotta. He was pluyed 
as a place horse.. The real short horses were 
Exile and Juggler. 

THE ODDS. 

The odds for Juggler were 10 to 1. Exile’s 
odds ran from 6 to 9 to 1, though most of the 
betting seemed to be done at 8 to 1. A great 
number of bets of 85 were made on the win- 
ner. There were few wagers up of $50 or 
$100 on him, and the only large tigure was 
Pierre Lorillard’s $1,000 to $8,000. There was 
a tremendous shout when the great race was 
finally called. The crowd seemed wild with 
excitement. A big floral horseshoe which 
formed a frame for the legend, Tune Brook- 
lyn Jockey Club Handicap,”’ was raised in 
the judges’ stand. This was the signal that 
the great race was about to begin. There 
was a struggle on the grand stand for good 
places and then the throng waited for the 
horses. 

Terra Cotta was the first to appear, with 
McLaughiin astride him. From endto end 
of the stand there went up a great cry of ap- 
plause. Much of it was for McLaughlin, 
whose recent trouble at Nashville made him 
more than evera favorite.

Luwyer Copeland of Chicago was appointed 
by Judge Knickerbocker as conservator’s 
attorney, and engaged State Prosecutor 
Hunter and T. P. Bonfield of this city to as- 
sist in the defense. The defense had ten 
Witnesses, including expert testimony and 
the plaintiff’s relatives. 

Egan asserts that his wife is a member of 
a party of conspirators that are endeavor- 
ing to obtain kis property and then 
leave him out in the cold. He also 
makes other charges against his wife, 
but these are proved to be unfounded 
by his own witnesses—personal friends of his 
from Chicago. Egan has been in an insane 
asylum previous to this, having been an in- 
mate of the Mount Hope, Md., asylum for 
nearly the whole vear of 1887. While there 
he would, it is said, write letters to his wife, 
addressing her by some other name, believ- 
ing that he had been divorced and that she 
had remarried. The defense say that Egan 
is now insane and subject to homicidal and 
suicidal tendencies. 

The attorneys for the defense say that the 
whole trouble arises from two nephews of 
Egan, that have been in his employ, who 
object to the estate being in a conservator’s 
hands and are trying their best to have 
Egan regain control of his purse. 

W bile he has been here he has teen allowed 
all the privileges that he could desire. He 
has his private carriage and horse at a 
livery stable and has used it nearly 
every day in driving over the city and 
in the country, and has behaved 
admirably—so much so that no one would 
have suspected that he was an inmate of the 
asylum. He took his dinners at one of the 
hotels almostevery day. While John Rea- 
mond, the father of Annie Redmond, who

Dr. Dewey, the Superintendent of the hos- 
pital, says that Egan has been improving 
steadily and that in a few months he would 
probably have been in a condition to be dis- 
charged. Mrs. Egan and one of her daugh- 
ters are present at the trial, assisting the de- 
fense. The case has been continued until to- 
morrow. 

[Mr. Egan was probably one of the best known 
men in town. His liquor saloon on the outskirts 
of the wholesale district was a favorite resort of 
dry-goods men and drummers in recent years. 
After the fire, when he kept a place in Madison 
street, newspaper men and printers made it a 
sort of headquarters. He was judged insane by

A Sensational Letter Received at Litch- 
feld by the Murdered Man', Brother. 
LITCHFIELD, III., May 15.—[Special.]|—A 

sensation was caused here today by the an- 

nouncement that the identity of the mur- 
derer of Samuel Waldrup had been clearly 
established. April 1, 1888, Waldrup was shot 
to death while standing in his own doorway. 
He was a prominent citizen and the murder 
produced great excitement. Posses scoured 
the country and every tangible clew was 
followed, but the murderer was never ar- 
rested. A relative of the Waldrup family 
was suspected, but he was not arrested. To- 
day this man in a letter dated St. Louis, May 
14, and addressed to Taylor Waldrup, a 
brother of the victim, acknowledges himself 
to be the assassin. The letter is full of 
abuse of the Waldrup family, and the writer 
says he killed Samuel Waldrup for an unnat- 
ural offense. He also intended to kill Taylor 

Walirup, but did not find a good opportunity. 

The name of the murderer is familiar here. 

Telegrams were sent to St. Louis today offer- 

ing $500 for his arrest. 


FARMS FOR A THOUSAND MEN. 


The Yankton Sioux Ready to Give Up a 
Large Slice of Their Land. 

Yankton, Dak., May 15.—/Special.]—A 
dispatch received here tonight from the 
Yankton Indian Agency states that the Sioux 
Indians at that place are preparing to ne 
gotiate with tne Government for the sale of 
about seven townships of the north part of 
their reservation. neers are now at 
work surveying the agency and the Indians 
are selecting their land in severalty. The 
reason assigned for selling this land is that 
their treaty with the United States only al- 
lows them $15,000 per annum and their pres- 


braces some of the finést land in South Da- 
kota and a rush of settlers is expected to follow 
its opening to homesteaders, which wili be 
within thirty days. These lands will furnish 
homes for 1,000 families, allowing each 160 
acres.

Marriage by Surprise. 

An extraordinary oceurrence has taken place 
in one of the principal ghurches of Madrid, in 
the parish of Santa Cruz, A priest had nearly 
finished his mass, and was in the act of pro- 
nouncing the sacramental words, “Ite, missa 
est.“ when a young man, aged 21, anda beautiful 
girl of 20 suddenly approached the altar-railing 
with three middle-aged men, and the young 
couple cried aloud: ‘*We wish to be husband 
and wife. Here are our three witnesses.“ Now, 
it seems that under the canonical laws still 
regulating marriages in Spain, Roman 
Catholics can thus claim to be considered mar 
ried by surprise if they are skillful enough to do 
so just after the priest has uttered ‘the benedic- 
tion at the close of the mass. Formerly this 
stratagem was, as in the present case, resorted 
to by young people whose parents opposed their 
union. When this occurred in tne Church of 
Santa Cruz a scene of confusion ensued. The 
priest retired to the sacristy, and sent for the 
police, who conducted the offenders and wit 
nesses into the preSenee of the municipal judge, 
He declared the marriage valid, much to the de- 
light of the young couple, and to the intense dis- 
gust of the parents of both sides, who had re- 
sisted the union.—Zondon Times.
